1. Claims 1-3, 6, 9, 10, 13-18, 21, 24-26, 29-34, 37, 38, 41-43, 45 and 46 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It is agreed that the 
prior art of record fail to teach or suggest alone or in combination, an electrostatic fluid 
accelerator including the limitations: "at least one exciting electrode shaped as a plate extending 
downstream with respect to a desired fluid flow direction, the at least one exciting electrode 
asymmetrically located between the corona electrodes with respect to the desired fluid flow 
direction such that a desired fluid flow is generated in the desired fluid flow direction" as 
claimed in claims 1, 14, 42 and 43. It is for this reason in combination with all the other 
limitations in the independent claims 1, 14, 42 and 43, that claims 1-3, 6, 9, 10, 13-18, 21, 24-26, 
29-34, 37, 38, 41-43, 45 and 46 are allowable over prior art of record.
